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SECTION THE THIRD 


Of the true Meaning of the Statute. 


T has appeared then that the long-continued practice 

of Eton College in the eleQion of their fellows was 
abſolutely wrong, without determining which of theſe 
expoſitions of the ſtatute is the true one. 


If we can find out the real meaning of the ſtatute, we 


ſhall have no difficulty in diſcovering what ought to be 
the conſtant invariable practice of the ſociety on every 
vacancy—And this it will coſt us little trouble to do; 
for in the end and concluſion of all the ſiatutes, we have 
an expreſs direction, to admit of no interpretation of any 
part of them, however it may ſeem to favour any point 
in queſtion, unleſs it be the i and moſt obvious ſenſe ac- 


cording 
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cording to the plain, literal, and grammatical conſtruc- 
tion of the place. And if any paſſage ſeem to admit of 
two different interpretations, then the intention of the 
founder in the foundation of his two colleges muſt be the 
key to lead us to the true one, 

From theſe two principles it would be caſy to deduce 
an unanſwerable demonſtration of the excluſive right of 
the King's College feilows, in all caſes; but the judi- 
cious prelate, on whole determination the Alien Claim 
is /uppoſed to be grounded, has made this proceſs abſo- 
lutely unneceſſary, by expreſsly allowing the ſtatutable 
preference of King's College, and even grounding his de— 
termination upon that conceſſion. 

I ſhall proceed, therefore, to ſee how the practice of 
electing Aliens accords with that determination, which 
was made by archbiſhop Laud, in his Grace's metropo- 
litical viſitation, upon a complaint made by the provoſt 
and fellows of King's College, Cambridge, after a full 
hearing of council for both parties. 

Before J inſert the decree, it may be not improper to 
lay before you the petition of the provoſt and fellows of 
King's College, which gave riſe to it, and will be on 


that account a proper introduction to it.

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And the Archbiſhop's ſentiment is not only to be in- 
ſerred and collected from the tenor of his mandate; but 
is moſt clearly expreſſed by himſelf, in ſome propo- 
ſitions made by his Grace to the learned counſel of both 
the parties before the day of hearing, and in the letter 
inſerted above, and written after the deciſion. 


P. 2. © Concerning the choice of fellows (ſays his 
© Grace) from King's College to Eaton, I am clear of 
« judgement, as I now ſtand adviſed, that the f/atuzes of 
« Fzon do require it ſhould be ſo. And I ſhould make 
* little doubt of any thing in that particular, did I not 
& find, that many years paſſed from the very Founder's

The Archbiſhop has not a doubt about the meaning 
of the ſtatute. , His Grace 1s only concerned that the 
practice has contradicted it. And where this is the caſe, 
we have the expreſs authority of the Founder, that no 
cuſtom, how early ſoever it may have obtained, how long 
ſoever it may have continued, can have any wel ght againſt 
the plain, literal, and grammatical n ,,. of the Aa- 
gute. And indeed his Grace's decree, which was ſubſe- 


quent 
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quent to this reflexion, is an unanſwerable proof that this 
doubt was over-ruled by the weight of evidence on the 
other ſide. 

The decree extends at leaſt to fiye out of ſeven, 
and the reaſons upon which it is grounded extend 
equally to the remaining two. On what authority then, 
I would be glad to know, did the election of the two 
aliens depend? Not. on the Archbiſhop's, who only de- 
crees that no ſuch ſhall be thought of till the ſtatute has 
been punctually obſerved in five inſtances at leaſt out of 
ſeven: if, after that, you chooſe to break it in the two 
other, you do /o upon your own ſuggeſtion, and at your 
peril, without the leaſi warrant from the archiepiſcopal 
mandate. Every reaſon urged by his Grace for chooſing 
the five fellows according to the ſtatute 7s as ffrong for 
chooſing the ſixth by the fame rule as the fifth, and the 
ſeventh as the ſixth. For if Eton College being a ſemi- 
nary, and. the origin of King's, be at any time a reaſon 
for chooſing the fellows of the latter into_the vacancies 
in the former, it is fo at all times. If the Founder's de- 
fire to have the ſtricteſt harmony kept up between his, 
two colleges be ever an argument for tranſplanting the: 


members of one into the other, it is an argument. akvays 
for doing it. If the expreſs injunction of the ſtatute, 
that the firſt. and principal regard ſhall be had in ee 
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to the fellows of King's, be cogent in any one opening, 


it is ut /e/s ſo in any other. If Wincheſter and New 
College, Oxford, be the model of Eton and King's 
College, Cambridge; and if New College men and no 
other have univerſally ſupplied the deficiencies in the 


fellowſhips of Winchefter College ; what ſhadow of a 


pretence can there be, after following this pattern in five 
turns, to depart from it in any other ? 
Theſe are the ſeveral reafons which are the ground- 
work of his Grace's. determination; and theſe are reaſons 
which are concluſive in al caſes, or in none. They are 


ſtatutable reaſons. One of them is the ſtatute itſelf ; and 


the reſt are the motives by which the Founder was in- 
duced to make the ſtatute ſuch as it is. The Archbiſhop 
was too wile, to think of making new ſtatutes; he knew 
he was precluded from that power expreſſly in the conclu- 
ſion of them; his buſineſs was, to expound and confirm the 
old ones: and that he has done effectually, by over- 
turning eſſentially the cauſe which made their ſubverſion 
of ſo long date, the majority. of Alien Fellows. To have 
done leſs; would have been inſufficient ; to have done 
more, was unneceſſary. By this decree the power was 
veſted: in thoſe hands which were obliged by every tie 
to regard the reaſons upon which it was founded; as it 
was. taken: out of thoſe whoſe uſurped claim made it 

neceſſary 
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neceſſary for them to ſuppreſs every argument which 


held up the ſtatute againſt the validity of their poſ- 
ſeſſion. | 


One can ſcarce conceive how this point could have 
been ſettled with more addreſs, or with more equity, 
than it is done; with more ſecurity to the injured party, 
and with leſs offence to the other; than, after the admiſ- 
ſion of a clear majority in any ſuppoſeable caſe, to leave 
as it were a door open, which it was not only in their 
power, but which he had ſhewn them it was in every 
light their duty to keep for ever ſhut, For it is impoſ- 
{ible to ſuppoſe that a perſon of the Archbiſhop's /aga- 
city, and I will ſay integrity, could ever dream of ſup- 
plying the wo laſt deficiencies, upon any other qualifi- 
cations than thoſe which he had aſſigned to the five fir/, 


and which he knew claimed the /ame reſpect in one va- 
cancy, as in another. No logic could ever draw ſuch a 


concluſion from ſuch premiſes. In this caſe, every ar- 
gument he had ſo well urged would have turned againſt 
himſelf, and his determination would have been the moſt 
apparent inconſiſtency, as it would have been no other 
than a decree to act upon the be rea/ons in the world 
in the fit inſtances, and to turn your back upon them 


in 2e laſt. 
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It having appeared clearly from the preceding ſhort 
obſervations, that the Alien Claim has no foundation in 


the ſtatute : 
And farther, that as the decree acknowledges and ad- 


opts, and proceeds upon, the plain, literal, and gram- 
matical ſenſe of the ſtatute; it cannot have poſſibly any 
more ground in the latter than it has in the former: 
And there being 20 other conceiveable authority on 
which it can ſtand, but that of the Founder or his de- 
puted expoſitor ; it muſt follow, in the laſt place, That 
the ſaid claim of the Aliens does NOT REsT UPON ANY
